(20) wrappers are all from "Red Arrow" 70% strength dynamite.

Specimen 03 contains numerous pieces of 2"-wide 
aluminum-colored plastic-coated cloth tape (duct tape). 
Some of the ends of these pieces of tape are suitable for 
matching purposes with any similar tape you may receive.

One dark brown head hair measuring approximately 
3" in length was removed from tape present in Q3. The racial 
characteristics of this hair are not clearly defined, but 
this hair is suitable for significant comparison purposes 
with the head hairs of any suspect you may develop.
